IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Replace the paragraph beginning at page 2, line 2 with the following paragraph: 

—The present invention involves presenting context-sensitive information to customers 
about their prior orders during browsing of an online, electronic catalog of products. In 
accordance with one aspect of the invention, when a customer accesses a portion of the electronic 
catalog associated with a particular subset of products (e.g., a specific product or product 
^1 category), information about related orders previously placed by the customer, if any, is 
automatically retrieved and presented to the customer (e.g., within a web page). This information 
is presented without requiring the customer to access an "accounts" area (although such an area 
may be provided), and without requiring the user to separately request information about the 
previous orders. Customers are thus presented with information about their previous orders 
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
